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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jonsson (US Patent 4,754,789), or Robinson et al (US Patent 4,887,772) or Nettles et 
al (US Patent 5,129,437). 

The device of Jonsson, Robinson or Nettles reads on the disclosed claimed 
elements including a base (10, 10, 11 or 22, respectively), an upper clamping member 
(14, 14, 22 or 18, respectively), a wearshoe (15, 40, 24 or 20, respectively). It should 
be noted that the wearshoe and base of Jonsson, Robinson or Nettles includes a 
cooperatively interlocking portion that will resist motion between the wearshoe and base 
in a first direction and will include cooperatively ramping portion to resist relative motion 
between the wearshoe and base in a second direction opposite the first. 

Claims 1,2, 5, 8-11, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Robinson (US Patent 5,820,042), or Sharp et al (US Patent 5,469,902). 

The device of Robinson or Sharp reads on the disclosed claimed elements 
including a base (16 or 18 respectively), an upper clamping member (34 or 36, 
respectively) and a wearshoe (21 or 58, respectively).
